Anglers Are Busy 
Digging ‘Wigglers’ 
For Ice Fishing 


Lansing——With the approach of 
the ice fishing season, Michigan 
anglers and commercial bait deal- 
ers are busy digging “wigglers”. 
from mud bunks for use as bait. 

Wigglers, larvae of the burrow- 
ing mayfly, probably provide the 
important, single source of bait 
used by Michigan ice fishermen. 

Conservation department rec- 
ords show that commercial bait 
dealers have placed such-empha-- 
sis on wigglers that now the in- 
sect -type ranks second only to 
minnows in bait imyportance. 

Generally 1%-2% inches in 
length, wigglers are found dur- 
ing the fall and early winter in 
mud banks lining streams or 
lakes. Bait dealers dip them out 
with special screens.

asset and file a claim for refund on Form 843. 

In addition, he may make an amended return for any
